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LOUISE 


ACT 1: An attic room in a working class tenement house. Through a large open window 
leading on to the balcony one can see the roofs of Paris and in the foreground the terrace of 
a studio, from which Julien is serenading Louise, who comes out on to her balcony. The two 
young people are in love with each other, but Louise’s mother, a simple, respectable 
woman is against the match. In her opinion all artists are lazy good-for-nothings. Louise 
asks Julien to send a letter to her father asking for her hand, and if this should fail she 
promises to run away with him. Her mother overhears part of this conversation and, 
pushing Louise into the room, shuts the window. The father, a straightforward work-man 
who is very fond of Louise, as she is of him, comes in for his supper. When he has read 
Julien’s letter, he is prepared to consider his proposal, but the mother is strongly opposed to 
the whole idea and infuriates her daughter by making disparaging remarks about Julien. 
The father asks Louise to read the newspaper to him, but a reference to spring in Paris 
causes her to dissolve in tears. 


ACT 2: Scene 1 — A street in Montmartre. Itis early morning, and the tramps and vagabonds 
of Paris are already abroad. Julien arrives to speak to Louise as she comes to her work, but 
she is accompanied by her mother and Julien hides. After the mother has gone, Julien 
fetches Louise out of the house, and hears from her the reaction of her parents to his letter. 
He is furious at her submissive attitude, while she, tearing herself away from her lover, 
hurries back to her work. 


Scene 2— A workroom in a dressmaker’s establishment. The girls, as they work, remark 
on Louise's silence and laugh at her, suggesting that she is in love. Music is heard from the 
Street; it is Julien, serenading Louise. His courting becomes more and more passionate 
until Louise can stand it no longer, and on sudden impulse she leaves the workroom. 
Through the window the girls excitedly watch her go off with Julien down the street. 


ACT 3: A house and a small garden in Montmartre, with a view over Paris in the background. 
Louise and Julien are living happily together. Dusk is falling, and Louise sings her famous 
romance ‘Depuis le jour’ (‘E‘er since the day’), declaring her great contentment in her love 
and freedom. The lights of Paris begin to twinkle below. Bohemian friends of Julien and 
local workmen come in a colourful procession to elect Louise their queen and muse. When 
the gaiety is at its height, Louise’s mother, dressed in black, is seen standing apart, and 
everyone withdraws apprehensively. The mother asks Louise to come home, since her 
father is desperately ill and longing to see her again. Only when the mother has solemnly 
promised that Louise may go back to Julien when she wishes, does he consent to her 
leaving him. 


ACT 4: The attic room as in the first act. The father is happy to have Louise back, and only 
sees in her his loving, devoted child, but Louise speaks of her right to freedom and reminds 
her parents of the promise given to Julien, that she might return to him. Her parents regard 
her relation with Julien as a sin, and therefore do not consider their promise binding. 
Through the window can be seen the lights of Paris going out, while tempting voices are 
heard in the distance, and Louise abandons herself to the thought of her love. Her father 
only thinks her depraved, and in a wild turmoil of conflicting emotions he throws his 
daughter out into the street. Louise flees, and her father is left alone in despair. Paris, the 
great seducer, has taken his daughter away from him forever
